THE FUTURE ¢ OF BANKING. 


Grave Significance Attached to the De- 
feat of the State Tax Meat ure. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—fhe banking author- 
ities in Congress regard the defeat of the 
State bank measure as profoundly significant 
of the future of Danking and currency in the 
United States. It is said to establish as 
Snality that State banks and State bank cur- 
rency will never be revived, and that if any 
change is made from the present system of 
national Danks it will be by a nationalized 
currency. This construction of the vote is ar- 
rived at Dy a careful analysis of the sectional 
character ofthe vote. Of the Northern Dem- 
ocrats only eight voted to repeal the restric- 
tions on State banks, viz.: California 2, Iili- 
nois 1, Indiana 1, Ohio 1, New York 3. 

All ‘the other Northern Democrats voted 
against repeal. Added to this opposition 
was the solid Republican vote, south as 
Well as North. Even the colored Republi- 
cans from South Carolina voted against re- 
Deal. Nine Southern Democrats voted against 
repeal, viz.: Maryland, 4; Delaware, 1; West 
Virginia, 2, and Missouri, 2. 

As thus analyzed, the vote shows three 
distinct elements against State banks, viz.: 
Northern and Southern Republicans, North- 
ern Democrats and scattering Southern 
Democrats. Asingularfeature of the vote 
is that there were more Southern votes 
against the measure than there were North- 
ern votes for it. The conclusion reached 
from the analysis is that opposition to State 
banks is certain without reference to the 
party in ascendancy.

TERRORS OF THE SEAS. 


A Famous Derelict Which Has Drifted 
Nearly 7,000 Enes. 

WasurvoTor, June 7.—Drifting hulks of 
abandoned ocean craft are the terror of sea- 
men, and the governments of all commer- 
cialnations use every endeavor to rid the 
seas of this dangerous driftwood. 

Among the Gerelicts recorded on the charts 
of the hydrographic office there are many 
famous voyagers, but none whose aimless 
wanderinas with ocean currents equal that 
ofthe hulk which was once the schooner 
Fannie F. Wolston. While on fire she was 
abandoned by her crew Oct. 16, 1891, not far 
from Cape Hatteras. 

After burning almost to the water’s edge 
the fre went out, and the bulk took ap its 
wanderings. For twenty. obe days the Wol- 
ston was not sighted. ov. 5, 1891, when her 

orew was filled with the idea that she had 
been buried in the ocean graveyard off Hat. 
teras, she was seen 600 miles tothe eastward 
of the point where she was abandoned. Then 
she orifted tothe southeast, and was next 
sighted April 6, 1892, more than a thousand 
miles east of the coast and directly 
in the track of southern steamships 
pound to Europe. A month and ten 
days later she was again sighted drifting to 
the eastward, Dut at this point she began to 
zi os = over the seas.

A large volume of parallel columns of 
self-contradiction can be compiled from 
the speeches made by Senator Sherman 
during hig forty years of service in Con- 
gress.

On nearly 
every question of revenue and finance he 
has been the champion flopper of his gen- 
eration; popping up first on one side, then 
on the other; contending at one time that 
the bonds were payable in greenbacks; at 
another time that they were payable only 
in gold orsilyer coin, and at still another 
time that it would be downright repudi- 
ation to pay them in anything but gold 
coin. 1 
An his recent speech he tried nard to 
place his present oppdsition to a Federal 
: income tax upon grounds consistent with 
says | his former strenuous advocacy of such «a 
tax. He, therefore, contends now that, 
while an income tax isa just and proper 
one, it should be left to the States, and 
that Federal revenues should be derived 
from texes on consumption. But in this 
he again reverses himself, as the following 
extract from his speech in the Senate, May 
28, 1870, will show: 

Irepeat that the maintenance of the in- 


come tax is an absolute necessity for any 
system of internal taxes. If the Senate and 


repeal the income tax, I shall favor the re- 
peal of all the taxes upon consumption that 
bear upon the great masses of the people. 
If I had my way, I would retain the income 
tax at i per centon all incomes above $1,000, 

making such modifications as would afford 
tile proper exemptions, and then throw off 
these taxes upon consumption that oppress 
the poor. 

Speaking again in the Senate in June of 
that year, he said: 

Here we have in New York Mr. Astor with 
an income of millions derived from real 
estate, Glated year after year by the 
mere ar gli accumulation; and we 
have alongside of him a poor man receiving

Mr. Sherman knows very well that 
forty-four different States will never agree 
in imposing a uniform income tax for 
State purposes, and that only a Federal 
law can insure us a uniform, proper and 
just equalization of public burdens by 
means of an income tax.

This prize was the 
greatest help to the others. 

But it will not do to examine too closely 
into the pretty story. Romance is so rare 
in this working age that we may well 
cherish the golden halo that has been 
thrown around the head of the new leader 
of the British Liberals. Rosebery is lucky 
enough to be a special child of fortune, 
whose requests of his fairy godmother 
have all been granted. His Derby victory 
will not save him from the consequences 
of folly, but it will warm the hearts of 
the sport-loving British and incline them 
to look with kindly eye on his efforts to 
solve their political problems. 

If the fortunate Darl is worth the luck 
that has attended his career he will regard 
all that he has achieved as but the begin- 
ning of achievement and the foundation 
for a greater ambition—to be a wise states- 
man who willlead the British people to 
firmer peace, broader liberty: and more 
general prosperity. He has opportunity 
now to win a prize in renown and esteem 
to which the dreams of his youth are baga- 
telles.

The theory involves the 
conclusion that the employers were too 
big fools to discover that their employes 
were®olling up profits for them by fraud, 
and that the employes were too big tools 
to be successful rascals—as big fools as a 
Senator who would blacken his own repu- 
tation and down his party solely to 
fill the treasury of a greedy trust with 
public plunder. But as a matter of fact 
Supt. Schwab, the chief of the fraud con- 
spiracy, has been richly rewarded with a 
gift of $50,000 worth of the Carnegie com- 
pany’s stock. 0 

The absurdity of this attempt to exon- 
erate the proprietors makes the question 
of the motive which prompts it almost as 
important as the matter of punishment. 
Why should the Government investigators 
endeavor to shield Frick and his associ- 
ates? Why did the President insist that 
they were innocent and cut down the pen- 
alty forfraud? This fs a question of para- 
mount interest? 
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Ex-SPEAKER REED’s silver utterance is 
about as absurd and wild asit can be, yet 
the attempt of the Republican gold bug 
organ of this city to dismiss it asa silly 
freak is met by the indorsement of it by 
the Ohio Republicans.
